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BIG TRACKS AND THE AMATEUR 








Hunt meetings have concluded as successful a Fall season as 
could possibly be hoped for. The last two meetings, Middleburg and 
Montpelier, were benefiitted greatly by the fact that steeplechasing 
on the big tracks had stopped, so that their big features were well 
filled with big track horses. Racing at Middleburg was of the best 
quality that one has the good fortune to see and such a comparative 
newcomer to hunt meeting racing as Horatio Luro from South 
America who is training so successfully on American tracks with 
South American importations was visibly impressed and promised to 
be back with horses next year for hunt meeting racing. 

The important thing for the development of this side of sport is 
the accord and understanding which those officials responsible for 
hunt meeting racing should be able to reach with their big track 
brethren for in actual fact these small, amateur affairs can be im- 
mensely useful to big track racing if for nothing else than the proving 
ground for new horses and the early school for riders, owners and 
trainers. Hunt meetings may well be the piece of sand that creeps 
into the oyster and creates the pearl. 

It is hoped that the large meeting of all those interested in ama- 
teur racing, to be held on December 12 at the Waldorf in New York, 
will take up carefully the various ramifications of hunt meeting rac- 
ing and their relation to big tracks. One of the first obligations of a 
responsible hunt meeting committee should be that of a careful can- 
vass and promotion of all available possibilities for new horses and 
owners to come into racing. Each possibility should receive personal 
encouragement from a hunt meeting representative and information 
on facilities for training hunt meeting horses in each vicinity as well 
as pertinent conditions which would interest an owner of a green or 
novice horse should be made available. This type of promotion is 
directly down the alley of the big track official who has not the time 
or the facilities for the personal promotion of new and healthy ele- 
ments in the racing picture but which could well profit by an amateur 
group who covered the ground. Every owner racing at the hunt 
meetings is a possible prospect for the big tracks and racing officials 
should never allow themselves to forget it, because these amateur 
interests have been in the past racing’s best element nor is there any 
reason why they should not continue to be so. 

If hunt meetings can promote new owners, the big tracks can 
equally aid hunt meetings and in a fashion which, unlike most propo- 
sitions will not cost them any money, but will be most beneficial to 
their own sport as well as to the hunt meetings. If each big track 
condition book would include a race or races with a suitable purse 
for horses that had not been raced at hunt meetings, either on the 
flat, if they had no jumping races, or more logically for horses who 
had raced over hurdles or brush at the hunt meetings, it would give 
a decided fillip to hunt meeting owners to enter horses in the big 
tracks and it would also be a real incentive for a big track trainer 
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to enter a horse in the hunt meetings. 

Another angle, where the big tracks could boost hunt meetings, 
as well as indirectly increase their own chances for more horses, is 
in the alteration of the maiden rule in order to permit horses to race 
as maidens at the tracks who had previously won at hunt meetings. 
Many trainers, anxious to keep maiden weight allowances will not 
risk the chance of losing this at the hunt meetings, and therefore 
avoid them, in favor of racing at big tracks. Such considerations as 
hunt meeting races and maiden allowances are comparatively painless 
methods of cooperation on the part of big track racing which would 
help the overall objective of interest to both sides, more and better 


racing.

Fall pasture is about done. In 
spite of the ynusually warm weather 
and ample rains the sods are getting

done on the subject of the effect of 
mold on horses. One of our local 
veterinarians invariably gives moldy 
hay as the cause of any digestive up- 
set in encounters. Hirsch 
Jacobs, trainer of homing pigeons 
Stymie and several thousand other 
winners on the flat, feeds moldy hay 
to any of his horses who develop 
coughs. The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture is now making a series 
of experiments along these lines 
and had one of its guinea pig hors- 
es for many months with Mrs. Marie 
Moore of The Plains, Va., owner of 
‘*Vincentive’’. Mold comes into the 
feeding picture with grass ensilage 
as well as hay and winter pasture. 
By far the largest proportion of 
winter pasture is, of course, pro- 
duced by crops especially grown for 
the purpose. In colder climates win- 
ter wheat and winter rye give best 
results. In western Kansas, for ex- 
ample, a great livestock industry 
has grown up based on the feeding 
of late lambs on winter wheat. Les- 
pedeza is sown on these fields in 
February, the wheat is pastured 
through June and not allowed to

Abruzzi rye is probably the most 
cold resistant of the winter small 
grains. For the milder winters of 
North Carolina mixtures of rye and 
oats and even of wheat, rye, oats 
and barley are often used. Early 
planting (late August or early Sep- 
tember), seedings of at least four 
bushels to the acre and from 300 to 
500 pounds of a mixed fertilizer 
With good nitrogen content such as 
a 4-10-6 or a 4-12-4 are the requisi- 
tes of good winter small grain pas- 
ture. 


In milder climates it is also pos- 
sible to grow legumes, such as crim- 
son clover, in combination with 
small grain seeded at the rate of 20 
to 30 pounds to the acre.

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Chicagoland Hunting Notes 








Four Neighboring Hunts Hold Joint Meets; 
Big Day Finds Followers Of Six 
Different Clubs Afield

The four Chicagoland hunts have 
enjoyed two consecutive week-ends 
of joint meets, followed by _ break- 
fast. 

On October 27, all hunts were the 
guests of Wayne du Page, where a 
field of fifty-two started out. 
Hounds were hunted py professional 
huntsman William Winquist, who 
was whipped in to by Arthur Far- 
well and Mrs. Corwith Hamill. Theo- 
dore A. MohIman, M. F. H. of unre- 
cognised Oakbrook Hunt, Randall 
Poindexter, and Ernest Ballard 
Joint Master of the Longmeadow 
Hunt, were guest Masters. The Fox 
River Valley field was well repre- 
sented, but Edgerton Throckmorton, 
M. F. H. with Denison Hull was there 
in spirit only as he is’ recovering 
from an illness. Mr. Ballard was still 
unable to ride, having been injured 
when his horse crashed a fence in 
September. Leonard Carpenter of 
Crystal Bay, Minn., stopped off at 
Wayne with. his horse, Pilot, on their 
way to Tryon. He and Mrs. Carpen- 
ter were guests of the Arthur Far- 
wells of Geneva, Ill. From Milwau- 
kee came Mrs. R. J. Kelley, Jr., and 
Fred Young, making a total of six 
hunts represented in the field. 

The day of the meet was bright 
and sunny, a little too warm for the 
unclipped hunters and much_ too 
warm for scenting. Four lines were 
laid and, in spite of bad scenting, 
hounds came in at each check in ex- 
cellent order. This harrier pack gave 
little music but they stayed on their 
line and gave their followers a good 
gallop. It was a special thrill to the 
small fry of Fox River Valley who 
hunt live fox in home territory. 
Lynn Buehler, 11 and Dorothy Dall- 
stream 13, were starry eyed and 
totally unconscious of the fact that 
they were being talked about in 
glowing terms by all of the grown- 
ups. There were many youngsters 
out that day, many of them this sea- 
son’s entry. Jorie Butler trucked out 
from Oakbrook. Bunnie Dean, Con- 
nie Grant, Audrey Lawrence, and 
Nonnie Carry were among. the 
youngsters who came from. the 
North Shore. 

Because we are a one horse fam- 
ily, I followed part of the hunt with 
the car hill toppers. I shall never 
forget that flash of scarlet in the 
October sun, as I saw it from the 
Lindsays’ hill, over tree tops in the 
densely wooded valley, on the top 
of Remisoffs’ hill, more than a 
mile away. 

Following the run, breakfast was 
served to more than one hundred 
guests at the historic old Dunham 
Woods Club. 

The thrill of that meet had hard- 
ly cooled around the edges when 
another week end arrived. On Nov- 
ember 3rd. the Barrington country- 
side was hunted by all hunts except 
Oakbrook who were showing at the 
Coliseum. They were missed and 
they missed a morning of high sport. 

The previous night, we were all 
reminded of an incident at Handley 
Cross when John Jorrocks asked his 
huntsman, James Pigg, for a weath- 
er report. Pigg, by mistake, opened 
the cupboard instead of the window 
and replied, “Black as hell and 
smells of cheese!” It didn’t smell of 
cheese in the Barrington country- 
side but it rained all through the 
night before, et cetera. But there 
were no fairweather sailors in the 
Chicago area. From the North Shore 
alone came half a dozen  6-horse 
vans, plus many privately owned 


trailers. That caravan alone was an 
impressive sight. 

Because of the fact that all hunts 
except the host’s hunt a drag, it 
was decided not to hunt fox that 
morning. The Fox River Valley pack 
remained in their kennels, vocally 
registering their bitter resentment. 
The Longmeadow pack of some Eng- 
lish, some American, some _ cross- 
bred and a few harriers, was hunt- 
ed by Mr. Poindexter. The harriers 
are left from the pack hunted by 
Longmeadow before Mr. Poindexter 
came from Long Island. He _ has 
done some experimental breeding 
and is developing a magnificent 
pack. They are as beautifully disci- 
plined a lot as I have seen since the 
day Capt. Fred Egan took his Mis- 
sion Valley Hounds through a herd 
of two hundred white faced Here- 
fords, behind the Federal Prison at 
Leavenworth, without rating a 
hound, I was carried back those 
twenty years as ] watched The Long- 
meadow. [It was raining and cold, 
with a raw wind. There was no riot- 
ing, and no truant ones at the 
checks. The instant they were cast, 
every hound gave tongue and what 
music it was! From Paul Corbett’s 
lawn, the valley far below is visible 
for a radius of several miles in three 
directions. In this valley, one line 
was laid. The four lines had been 
previously mapped out by Mr. Hull 
and all agreed that it was beautiful-

International Air At Royal Winter Fair 





Outstanding Hunters And Jumpers From United 
States, Canada, Mexico And Peru Vie For 
Coveted Awards In Annual Pageant Of Sport

One of the greatest horse shows 
in the world, the Royal Winter Fair, 
was resumed with gusto at Toronto, 
Canada on Nov. 12-20, inclusive, 
after a lapse of 8 years. It proved 
to be the biggest on record and at- 
tendance even amazed show offici- 
als. Reserve seats were sold out 2 
weeks in advance and hundreds were 
turned away at each performance. 

Toronto audiences have a reputa- 
tion of giving a cold and reserved 
reception to the arts and the thea- 
ter, but went wild over the horse 
show. Perhaps it was the many out 
of town visitors who warmed them 
up, but every class was received and 
cheered with vigor, with the entire 
audience showing a very discerning 
preference for the best horses as 
they clapped for their choice which 
in almost every instance, proved to 
be the winner. 

Spectators, Canadian and Ameri- 
can, came from coast to coast to at- 
tend the show and exhibitors in 
agriculture as well as the horse 
show, came from every Province and 
a large number of the states. Some 
of the most valuable cattle on the 
continent was exhibited at the cat- 
tle show which, with the sheep and 
hogs, had a proportionate number of 
entries to the horse show. The 
Horse Palace has accommodations 
for over 1200 horses, and yet over 
300 entries were refused for lack of 
space and exhibitors in breeding 
classes were asked, if possible, to 
bring their entries only on the day 
they were to be judged. 

On the first night, Tuesday, Nov. 
12, the show was officially opened 
by the Honourable Ray Atherton, 
U. Ss. Ambassador to Canada, and 
His Worship, Robert E. Saundess, 
Mayor of Toronto, welcomed the In- 
ternational Army Officers’ teams. 

As many as 50 and 60 horses com- 
peted in hunter and jumper classes. 
Conformation was generally judged 
in the schooling ring of the Horse 
Palace and sometimes the _ ring 
would hardly hold the entries. 

The hunters at the Royal were a 
grand collection of top conformation 
horses. At least 12 were hunter 
stakes winners at previous shows 
and winners of championships and 
reserve championships. Every hunt- 
er class had amazingly large entries, 
competition was keen and perfor- 
mances excellent. In fact the hunt- 
ers seemed to give better and more 
consistent performances than the 
open jumpers. 

Outstanding hunter of the show 
was Richard K. Mellon’s Spanish 
Spear. This eye-filling, flashy chest- 
nut, with a most workmanlike ap- 
pearance, gave consistent and per- 
fect performances and was generally 
ridden by S. P. Jarvis of Aurora, 
Ontario, who gave him some won- 
derful rides. 

Exhibitors and spectators made 
several visits a day to his stall just 
to admire him and also his hand- 
some stablemates, Ermine Coat, Sky 
Glo, Glamour Man, Pappy and Speak 
Easy, the latter a very handsome, 
young chestnut, who went well over 
the ordinary courses but refused the 
bigger ones in the open hunter 
events. 

Dr. and mrs. Alvin I. Kay’s Port- 
maker, well known to Canadian 
readers of your paper, appeared in 
person and ridden by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Perry, received many honors and tri- 
butes, and defeated Spanish Spear 
in the Thoroughbred hunters. 

The hunter under saddle went to 
Ermine Coat with Sky Glo 2nd and 
Portmaker 3rd. This class had about 
40 entries, including some of the 
top horses on the continent. The 
judges were in some deliberation on 
placing the first 2, both Mellon en- 
tries, and Viscount Nutsford, Sid- 
dington House, Cirencester, Eng- 
land, and Capt. Christopher M. 
Greer, Jr., of Middleburg, Va., got 
up on both horses to jog and canter 
and change leads. The crowd, which 
has seldom seen this done, seemed 
to enjoy this as much as the riders. 
The beautiful, big grey displayed 
perfect manners to win over Sky 
Glo. 


The hunter stake, shown over a 
substantial course, saw 17 horses 
turn in clean performances and after 
careful deliberation, the judges eli- 
minated 5. Ten horses were to be 
placed and everyone of them were 
top horses and all Thoroughbreds. 
Spanish Spear placed over’ Port- 
maker with Sky Glo 3rd. 

The International Challenge Cup 
for hunters any weight, was won by 
Vernon G. Cardy’s Jervis Boy, for- 
merly War Hero II. Mathematician 
of the Jayne and Owen Stable placed 
2nd over QO. D. Robinson’s Rega- 
laire. 

The suitable to become a light- 
weight, saw Miss Caroline Spencer, 
daughter of Gen. Spencer of London, 
Ontario, carry off ist prize with 
their home-bred Hyretta, out of that 


grand jumping little mare, Lady 
Hyvis. 
Suitable to become a _e middle- 


weight was won by Dr. George Wat- 
son’s Merry Mount Farm’s Misty 
Morn from Thornhill, Ontario, while 
the suitable to become a _heavy- 
weight went to an entry from Agin- 
court, Ontario, Thomas Pogue’s Doc 
Walker. 

Misty Morn won the highly covet- 
ed Governor General’s cup for Half- 
bred Canadian 3-year-olds. The Eng- 
lish Hunters Improvement and Nat- 
ional Light Horse Breeding Society 
Medal was awarded to the breeder 
J. W. Graot of Cheltenham, Ontario. 

The James Widgery Memorial 
Trophy for Canadian-bred hunters 
Was won by that consistent perform- 
ing Regalaire over Bar None, big 
jumping brown gelding ridden by 
15-year-old Brian Herbinson. 

The Howard Ferguson Challenge 
Cup was presented for Ontario-bred 
horses 6 years and under, sired by 
a stallion approved by the Canadian 
Hunter, Saddle and Light Horse Im- 
provement Society. Misty Morn car- 
ried off this event for another 
triumph with Miss Barbara Spencer's 
Rosiris 2nd. 

Monday evening, Nov. 18, the 
Governor General’s Horse Guards 
were the guard of honor for the ar- 
ival of Canada’s Governor General, 
His Excellency, Field Marshal, the 
right-Honorable Lord Alexander, 
Viscount of Tunis G. C. B., G. C. M. 
& © 5.1, 0; 8: 0. MC. i... BD. 
A. D. C., and Her Excellency the 
Viscountess of Tunis. Later in the 
evening Yiscount Alexander made 
the presentation of the Governor 
General’s Cup for Canadian Half- 
bred 3-year-olds to Dr. George Wat- 
son. 

The biggest disappointment of the 
Royal was the absence of a Canadian 
Army Team. Canada’s cavalry regi- 
ments were mechanized and though 
we had the riders, they had no hors- 
es. It is to be hoped that next year 
Canada will have a team and will 
be able to challenge the gallant rid- 
ers from Peru and Mexico. Their 
horsemanship to get smooth perfor- 
mances was greatly admired and 
Canadians would do well to take a 
few pointers, but the key might be 
hard to find. Mexico, night after 
night, gave apparently’ effortless 
performances to win every military 
event but one. The 2 blacks, Poblano 
and Chihuahua, look and jump like 
brothers but I understand the lat- 
ter was acquired from the U. S. A. 
Army team. MHatvey and Resorte 
gave sterling performances with the 
International Individual Military 
Challenge Trophy for officers being 
awarded to Hatvey with the only 
clean round. 

Our old friends of the U. S. A. 
Army team were knocking at the 
door in every event with *Rascal, 
Air Mail and Reno Jumper, but that 
grand old fellow, Democrat, came 
through to win the military touch- 
and-out after a jump off with Hat- 
vey, *Rascal and Resorte. 

The crowd was pulling for the 
Peruvian Army team and although 
the strange gaited, big Ganoso figur- 
ed in several events, the team was 
not lucky enough to win a class. 

Col. Hiram E. Tuttle brought his 
3 horses on from the National with 
the U. S. A. Army team but they did 


not perform in public. However, he 
gave several information exhibitions 
of their skill when at exercise in 
the mornings. [t was grand to see 
old Olympic and Vast again as they 
performed once before at the Royal 
some 10 years ago. 

In a time honored tradition of the 
Royal Winter Fair, the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Ontario on Friday, Nov. 
15, paid an official visit to the horse 
show. This visit of the Honorable 
Albert Mathews was provided with 
a panoply of color furnished by the 
guard of honor from the 48th High- 
landers, resplendent in busbies and 
kilts. 

The 8-day show included 6 after- 
noon performances with breeding 
classes on the other afternoons and 
mornings. The open performance 
and the novice performance called 
for preliminaries on the night be- 
fore the show as both classes had 
nearly 60 entries. The 11 clean per- 
formances in the open performance 
class jumped again on Tuesday 
afternoon. The class was won by 14- 
year-old Doug Cudney from Winona, 
Ontario, on that grand old brown 
horse, En Route, over the U. S. A. 
Army team’s *Rascal, ridden by Col. 
Earl Thomson. 

Performance horses came from 
the West, the East and many parts 
of the States. Vernon G. Cardy’s 
stable from Val David, P. Q., was 
often in the ribbons with Flying 
Colours and Prince Tex, ridden by 
Miss Elizabeth Bosley, sister of his 
former owner, Mrs. Sarah _ Bosley 
Merryman. Atomic sustained an in- 
jury and was not shown until the 
end of the show. Raymond H. Lutz 
from Wilton, Conn., brought Easy 
Winner, Jr., and Princess Peroxide 
which gave consistent performances. 
The Milton Hartman Stables from 
St. Louis, Mo., brought several hors- 
es and Reject was a frequent win- 
ner. 

Ranger Mosbee, which looks ex- 
traordinarily like a former Canadian 
horse, Night Raider, scored for the 
Jayne and Owen Stables from Nor- 
wood Park, Ill. Joseph Raker of 
Scranton, Pa., entered a nice grey 
4-year-old, Grey John, (which I be- 
lieve was sold at the National), 
which performed in hunter and 
jumper events. Several entries came 
from Calgary, and Winnipeg. East- 
erners were pulling for their West- 
ern neighbors when Huntsman, own- 
ed by A. H. Mayland, of Calgary, 
finally came through to win the 
knock-down-and-out stake on Sat- 
urday evening over 59 entries, de- 
feating Charles Loveless’ King Hi 
and Princess Peroxide after 3 jump 
offs. 

The triple-bar stake went to that 
amazing little jumper, Poppy, own- 
ed by W. R. Ballard of Weston, On- 
tario and ridden by that ever popu- 
lar Irishman, Paddy Farrell. 

The 6’-0” class was an alarming 
spectacle with the Milton Hartman 
Stables’ Reject placing over Ranger 
Mosbee of the Jayne and Owen 
Stable. 

Poppy scored again in the touch- 
and-out stake after jumping off with 
Reject. 

Five horses went clean for the 
$1500 jumping stake and the popu- 
lar winner was Russell Stewart on 
My Play Boy. His horses are well 
known to Ontario show fans as for 
the past 2 years they have been tak- 
en to the hearts of Canadians when 
Mr. Stewart. Sr., made such a sterl- 
ing job of carrying on while Rus- 
sell, Jr., was in the Pacific. 

The Course 10 Stake was the last 
event for performance jumpers. 
This, one of the courses used for the 
Army teams, was a good, big and 
tricky course without wings but the 
show jumpers were definitely a dis- 
appointment. Many of our outstand- 
ing jumpers made a shamble of this 
event. The best 2 scores were made 
by Cardy horses which went through 
with 2 faults each, placing Flying 
Colours and Prince Tex 1st and 2nd. 
Paddy Farrell took a nasty fall in 
this event when Poppy made a tre- 
mendous leap over the 2nd obstacle 
and twisted him off. He remounted 
to complete the course however 
(svecial A. H. S. A. ruling for the 
Winter Fair that a fall does not de- 
bar). 

The George W. Beardmore Mem- 
orial Challenge Trophy for working 
hunters, horses to have been hunted 
§ times since January, 1946, was an 
interesting class of 16 qualified 
hunters. The course was the same 
as that for open hunters but riders 
were required to open and close the 
gate and to lower a rail on the post 
and rail fence. The younger genera- 
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tion placed ist and 2nd when Tom 
Gayford rode his father’s The 
Rocket to defeat Brian Herbinson 
on Bar None. 

One of the most amazing events 
of the show was the 6-horse heavy- 
draft teams. Where before 3 or 4 
entries were considered good, this 
year saw 11 6-horse teams repre- 
senting Ontario, Manitoba, New 
York, Ohio, and Michigan. Of 
course, the ring was not large 
enough and they were run off in 
heats. A 3rd judge was called in 
with the award going to Meadow 
Brook Farm from Rochester, Mich., 
with their Belgians. The 4-horse 
hitch brought out 17 entries! 

Canada has never before shown as 
much interest in Saddle horses and 
Canadian-owned walk, trot and gait- 
ed horses held their own against the 
good American entries. 

Harness classes were also big and 
competition keen. Mrs. Loula Long 
Combs was once again an exhibitor 
at the Royal and carried off her 
share of ribbons, but it was quite 
surprising to see so many good 
young Canadian horses and ponies 
competing. The pony  4-in-hands 
made a great hit as did the trotters, 
especially the class driven in silks. 
This year classes were put on for 
Palominos and Western horses 
which added a dash of color to the 
show and for the first time we saw 
a class for Walking horses. 

Canada, especially Ontario, has 
gained a reputation in the past as 
a source of Half-bred hunters of 
quality across the border and the 
Canadian Hunter, Saddle and Light 
Horse Improvement Society and the 
Canadian Hunter Society have made 
great efforts to assist and instruct 
farmers on the breeding of light 
horses to bring Canada back again 
in the forefront of producing such 
horses. 

One of the features of the Royal 
was a parade of Thoroughbred stal- 
lions, many of which had get show- 
ing in hunter and line classes. The 
parade of 13 stallions, all beautiful- 
ly turned out, made quite a sensa- 
tion with the crowd. The majority 
had been well known race _ horses 
and 4 of them were former winners 
of the King’s Plate, a premier Can 
adian turf classic. These were Bunty 
Lawless, by Ladder—Mintwina and 
his half-brother, Willie the Kid, by 
Roslyn, both owned by W. F. Mor- 
rissey. Archworth, by Worthmore— 
Archipelago, exhibited by W. H. 
Wright, and Bud Path, by Buddy 
Bauer; Primrose Path, owned by 
the Canadian Hunter, Saddle and 
Light Horse Improvement Society. 
The other stallions were *Filesteo, 
grand Argentine distance runner 
owned by the H. C. Hatch Estate; 
Shakerman, Happy Fox and Alahad, 
owned by Charles Hemstead; *North 
Wales II, owned by George and W. 
Hendrie of Hamilton; *Sun Power, 
owned by H. R. Bain; Kandar, W. 
Bovaird of Brampton; Rebel, W. J. 
Thurston of Stratford and Bunty 
Lad, owned by the Cc. H. S. L. I. S. 

The Thoroughbred stallion class 
at the show had 11 entries, 4 from 
the Canadian Hunter, Saddle and 
Light Horse Improvement Society, 
Bunty Lad, Bud Path, *Haytime II 
and Glanford. W. Bovaird exhibited 
3: Kandar, Red Rival and Tarian, 
which won the class. A handsome 
big chestnut which ran 2nd in the 
King’s plate, this will be his 1st sea- 
son in the stud. C. §. Mitchell of 
Toronto entered another new young 
stallion, the seal brown Sir Trigo. 
J. H. McIntyre of Pickering, Ontario 
brought Hood which has stood for 
several years in the St. Catherines 
area. Rebel and *Filesteo also were 
shown in this class. 

Willowdale boarding stabie’s 
Lyoness, by Lyons Mail and bred by 
Miss Mary King of Galt, won the 
Thoroughhred mare grand cham- 
pionship. T. A. Crow’s Scarboro de- 
feated Rosemont of the Long Mea- 
dow Farm, Ridgeway, Ontario, in 
the broodmares suitable to produce 
hunters. T. A. Crow also won the 
class for mares registered in the 
Canadian Hunter Stud Book with 
Thelma of Scarboro. 

Some grand types of mares were 
shown in these classes and together 
with the stallions exhibited at the 
Royal and the many fine mares and 
stallions out in the country, we can 
look for some good hunter prospects 
in the future. 

The classes for Half-breds were 
encouraging with G. L. Ratz of 
Tavistock winning the championship 
with a lovely grey yearling filly, 
Lady May by Pin Wheel. Mr. Ratz

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has been breeding good ones for 
years and is responsible for O. D. 
Robinson’s well known performance 
horse Crusader and his full sister 
Kip which carried Mr. Robinson so 
well in the hunting field. 

Miss Marilyn Massey won the 2- 
year-old class with her Royal Jester, 
by the French Coach stallion Le fils 
Royal from the Thoroughbred mare, 
Sterling Girl. 

The closing ceremonies of the 
show were effective when the Army 
Teams led into the ring with an es- 
cort of the Toronto Mounted Police. 
Four in hands, 6-horse draft teams 
and many outstanding winners at 
the show were arranged around the 
ring. Exclamations rose from the 
crowd when the Jordon Wine Co.’s 
6-horse draft team entered with 
their wagon banked high with roses 
from the flower show that were to 
go to the boys at Sunnybrook Hospi- 
tal. The lights were turned down and 
the band played Auld Lang Syne 
with the audience joining softly. So 
ended a great show—another Royal.

In Rose Tree country from Nov- 
ember ist to the 30th gunners 
throng fields and woods. Nothing is 
better calculated to keep even stout 
hearted foxes to earth than gun- 
shots echoing across the hills and 
down the valleys. As a rule, there- 
fore, hunting in November is not apt 
to be at its best with us. So far this 
month, however, the going has been 
good. 

Tuesday, November 12, hounds 
started across the creek at Sycamore 
Mills and drew the coverts past the 
Walns to Turtle Back. I always like 
to linger on Turtle Back and look 
across the great pattern of farms 
and fields—of green stretches of 
winter wheat and brown stretches 
of fallow land—against the back- 
ground of dark woods and _ wide 
blue sky. But Tuesday I had to fol- 
low hounds across the road and ove} 
the inset into the meadow! We were 
watching the dark shining water of 
the creek when a burst of music 
rose in high exciting tempo out of 
the woods to the left. M. F. H. Alex- 
ander Sellers checked for a moment 
to listen—which way, right or left? 
Then above the music rose the voice 
of Huntsman Heller, shouting the 
impelling words, “Going—going 
away!” 

On a sharp turn we tore up the 
hill to the left through broomstraw 
and bushes into the open field just 
in time to see hounds disappearing 
over the next hill. We followed on 
at top speed across the field and 
over the fence into the high pas- 
ture. I say high because that hill 
taken at Gooney’s untrammeled 
pace scares me to death. I whisper- 
ed to him imploring him to have a 
heart and remember I was a grand- 
mother. But he tossed his head with 
a “Fiddlesticks to you!” and swung 
on down at breakneck speed and 
over the log jump, that has replaced 
the old chicken coop. to the road 
Down the road past Mr. Jeffords’ 
gate we followed. turning left 
through the woods toward Harvey 
Yarnalls. But our fox turned abrup- 
tly right, and we had to scramble 
madly through woods and thickets 
and over a ditch to the open field. 
Across masses of corn. stalks we 
sped, through the short bit of woods 
to the road, and over the log inset 
into the meadow. On across the 
stream we galloped, over the post 
and rail into another field, all to 
the chorusing of hounds on ahead. 
Through another woods into yet 
another field for a momentary 
check—and from here on I refuse to 
tell the tale of the rest of the run! 
Three of us who rather fancy our- 
selves as foxhunters—well, we were 
just a bit too wise! We turned as 
the fox did, ahead of the rest of the 
field! But the fox—utterly illogical 
—twisted back the other way—-and 
there we were, left flat as three pan- 
cakes!! I could tell all about the 
rest of the run. God knows IT heard 
enough about it! But when I remem- 
ber the shining smug faces of the 
elect as we three tailed in to the 
side of the same high hill from 
which our fox started and where 
our unerring hounds pushed him to 
earth, [ just cannot be that noble 
All I will say is it was a good run. 
O ves, very, very good! 

Thursday, November 14, hounds 
went ovt from the club through the 
Henderson and Bodine places. but 
had never a whisper until after 4 
o’clock, most of the field having by 
that time sadly hacked home. To the 
few faithfuls, however, this fox, pro- 
bably venturing forth in the belief 
that gunners had all departed. 
granted a swift, heart-warming run 
throngh those wide and beautiful 
meadows. 

Saturday, November 16. “Such a 
mixed un day!’’ scowled one of our 
first flight foxhunters whose mount 
stepping into a hole and nose-diving, 
catapulted him over his head. It 
was a mixed un day. except for the 
weather which shone with the blue 
and gold consistency of Indian sum 
mertime. With a field of 30 or more, 
hounds started out from Yearsley’s 
Hollow and drew coverts straight on 
to Darlington Hill. In the far woods 
opposite Sleighton Farm hounds 
burst into music and led chorusing 
back through the first woods to- 


wards the open fields beyond. As 
Huntsman Heller galloped by he 
called out the one word “Deer!” 
Fast though we traveled hounds 
were out of sight by the time we 
reached the fields—and in a mom- 
ent the south wind gently blowing 
brought us back not even an echo 
of their flying music. Foster Reeve 
and my omnipresent Louis were the 
only ones to yiew the deer. They 
whipped hounds off once but could 
not keep them off. “Sech pretty 
critters!” said Louis. ‘‘Either a doe 
with a large faun or two does,’ said 
Mr. Reeve. Anyway they took our 
hounds over the hills and far away! 

We sped on as fast as we could 
in their wake through woods and 
brambles, through barn yards, and 
up and down hills to where, on the 
other side of the Mitchell place, 
scattered hounds began to trot back 
to the call of Heller’s horn. With a 
little over half the pack we started 
foxhunting again! Almost at once 
in the Mitchell woods to the right of 
the big meadow hounds gave ton- 
gue. We ran this fox through many 
hundred Mitchell acres and through 
the adjoining territory for an hour 
or more, Hounds worked beautiful- 
ly, a bit surprising, I thought, after 
their foray and fling with the does. 
\ good example of their morale. 

The preceding Saturday William 
Litsey of Rappahannock hunted 
with us and pleased us by comment- 
ing on the keenness of our hounds 
and how well they worked as a 
pack. But to return to the run. 
Though at times we galloped right 
along there were other times when 
we were grateful of checks, for we 
had to turn and twist through our 
trappiest country, a country of 
rocks and bushes and vines and ra- 
vines topped off with a_ villainous 
hog. I don’t like bogs. In fact who 
does? Gooney and_] floundered in 
its dark morass rather terrifyinglv 
hefore we reached firm ground. In 
one of the lovely big meadows when 
we were galloping right along. a 
herd of Black Angus decided to join 
the hunt. Some of the horses didn’t 
like these new foxhunters and it was 
all quite. quite merry! Mr. Reeve. 
who took over for M. F. H. Sellers 
the last hour, had no breathers be- 
tween bogs and cattle and straying 
hounds. Along about 2:30 hounds 
pushed the fox to ground and 
humans and horses pushed them- 
selves home. Yes, it was a mixed up 
day! Fun though and not ae dull 
moment.—-P. G. G.

who before the War shipped so many 
top English and Irish hunters to his 
friends in this country, mounted on 
one of Dick Gambrill’s good horses. 
Also Major Redmond, in the uniform 
of Scotch Guards, just back from 
Hamburg with the Army of Occupa- 
tion, spending his leave with the 
Essex Fox Hounds, having a won- 
derful time. as a true sporting Brit- 
isher would, on a horse he had just 
recently purchased. 

I was not disappointed in the 
Essex Fox Hounds this vear, nor in 
the way that ‘‘Buster’’ Chadwell is 
handling them. He has got them in 
good shape, well in hand, and they 
are a true running pack, with fine 
voice; in fact, they are so true that 
a deer almost ran into me crossing 
the line, and those hounds never 
wavered off the fox they were run- 
ning. 

The scenting was not too good. 
so they were not able to drive their 
foxes out in the open. But they 
never faltered until they had put 
the last one to ground. 

My son and I were slightly em- 
barrassed wearing scarlet, as we 
were the only ones outside of the 
hunt staff. Personally I think it is 
too bad, now the war is over, that 
the Essex Field does not again turn 
out in scarlet. So much of the plea- 
sure in hunting is carrying on in the 
tradition of our British foxhunters, 
and certainly a well turned out 
Field. predominantly in scarlet. 
helps so much in everyone’s enjoy- 
ment of a sport which should be 
carried on in the best tradition. 

There were about 70 in the Field 
and many fine horses and I am sure 
that with Andy Fowler as Master. 
“Buster” Chadwell as Huntsman 
and Ben Johnson as assistant secre- 
tary, these youngsters are going to 
show fine sport and a pace that we 
of the older generation will have to 
sit tight in our saddles and ride hard 
to stay with.—O. DeG. V.

Marked Contrast Noted In 
Today’s Equine Literature 
And That Of The 1600’s 


No better evidence of the wide- 
spread interest in horses and horse 
racing that now exists in this coun- 
try could be asked than the constant 
flow from the press of books about 
them. 

This began about ten or a dozen 
years ago and is now at high tide— 
in very marked contrast to the con- 
ditions that previously obtained, 
when our “horse literature’ was of 
the scantiest. 

Insofar as the race horse was con- 
cerned it consisted almost wholly of 
the stud books, racing calendars and 
strictly technical publications in the 
journalistic field devoted to the pro- 
fessional promotion of racing and 
breeding for purposes of financial 
profit. 

Insofar as the politer branches of 
‘literature’? were concerned.it con- 
sisted chiefly of ‘‘Black Beauty’, a 
children’s story book, and a scatter- 
ing few somewhat similar volumes. 

Now this is all changed. Books 
about horses may almost be said to 
have poured from the press of late. 
These embracing all sorts but many 
of them appealing to the general 
public—which, apparently, is re- 
sponding in kind. 

We have novels and romances with 
equine heroes and heroines; antho- 
logies of famous horse stories, long 
and short, also of poems which cele- 
brate equine speed, beauty and 
nobility; books of wonderful pic- 
tures along the same lines; ‘‘how to” 
books, in which the novice is intro- 
duced to horsemanship made easy; 
a perfect flood of books and book- 
lets written expressly for little folks 
—and so on and on. 

Several recently published have 
been reviewed in this column—and 
now three more call for attention, 
all received within the past week. 

The most important of them by 
far, is entitled ‘‘Be a Better Horse- 
man,” and is from the pen of that 
well-known exponent of and instruc 
tor in the art equestrian. Capt. V. 
S. Littauer. A good sized volume of 
about 250 pages, it is doubled in 
size by the inclusion of no less than 
230 photos taken expressly for the 
purpose by Bert Clark Thayer which 
depict every phase of the system set 
forth in the text, their subjects be- 
ing the author and his mounts, for 
the most part. Their attractiveness 
and first-hand authenticity make 
them not only a pleasure to the eye 
but of great value as ‘‘object les- 
sons.”’ 

It will be forty years next spring 
since this writer was last on the 
hack of a horse—in California, if 
the reader would know. upon 4a 
mountain trail. Not long afterward 
a severe illness brought a _ prohibi- 
tion from the doctor of everything 
of that sort, which had to _ be so 
strictly adhered to that, when it was 
relaxed, we had passed the “grand 
climacteric’? and resolved henceforth 
to stay on the ground for good. 

In consequence. our interest in 
such a book as ‘“‘Be a Better Horse- 
man” is strictly academic, as we 
never have been a writer upon equ- 
estrianism or posed as, in any man- 
ner whatever, an authority upon it. 
The Chronicle has many staff-writ- 
ers and correspondents that are able 
to do it justice from the expert 
angle and to them we leave that 
task: adding only that the volume

New Executives 
Chosen For TRA 
At N. Y. Meeting 


Two hundred and fifty racing ex- 
ecutives, track managers, trainers 
owners and newspaper men met in 
New York on Wednesday, December 
3rd as guests of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Association at the first an- 
nual dinner. Held in the ball room of 
the Plaza Hotel, this affair, given 
under the direction of retiring Pre- 
sident Harry A. Parr, III of Mary- 
land, was an auspicious harbinger 
of further successful activities of 
this Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tion, now enjoying its 4th year of 
active work for the interests. of 
Thoroughbred horsemen the coun- 
try over. 

The dinner followed a meeting of 
the association which received the 
resignation of Mr. Parr and of 
Alex M. Robb, executive secretary 
of the association since its incep- 
tion. Mr. Robb is taking up new 
duties as of the first of the year 
with Belmont Park as_ executive 
secretary and his place is to be fill- 
ed by the head of the Thoroughbred 
Protective Bureau, Spencer Dray- 
ton, while Judge Dooley, president 
and executive head of Narragansett 
ark was elected head of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Association to as- 
sume the duties of the retiring pre- 
sident, Mr. Parr. 

In addition to the election of new 
officers, the meeting of the associa- 
tion discussed at length the vexing 
problem of awards at tracks to 
non-employees of the racing asso- 
ciations. This venture into bonus- 
land on the part of the racing fra- 
ternity was first introduced by 
Detroit during the war years and 
has been an increasing thorn in the 
side of horsemen ever since, for it 
is a custom, once introduced, that 
is hard to change, even though the 
need for it, during the war man- 
power shortages, has long. since 
gone by the board. Under this sys- 
tem, grooms and exercise boys are 
getting from $10.00. to $20.00 every 
time a horse races_ while black- 
smiths are receiving $25.00 a 
month. The tracks feel this is an 
added and unreasonable assessment 
to non-employees, while owners do 
not see the need of bonus money to 
their regularly paid employees. Rac- 
ing men realise that all will have to 
agree on a universal solution to be 
adopted by each association before 
this bonus problem can be settled 
to everyone’s satisfaction. A com- 
mittee was appointed to continue to 
work out a solution and the direc- 
tors were instructed to draw up a 
code of ethics to be adopted by each 
association. These ethics once drawn 
are to be the responsibility of each 
association. Failure to live up to 
their requirements would mean ex- 
pulsion from the Thoroughbred 
Racing Association. 

Members of the association came 
from all over the country, even as 
far west as Californta as Thomas 
Simmons, of Hollywood Park and 
John McKenzie, vice president were 
both on hand as was Joseph 
Gottstein of Longacres in Seattle. 
The dinner given by the association 
was a well managed and delicious 
one with John Kieran of _ radio 
fame acting as toastmaster. Harry 
Parr, first speaker of the evening, 
thanked Alex Robb for his sterling 
performance of duties as executive 
secretary of the association. A watch 
was given Mr. Robb by the mem- 
bers in grateful appreciation. Mr. 
Parr spoke of the excellent work the 
Protective Bureau had performed 
under Mr. Drayton and looked for- 
ward to the able handling of the af- 
fairs of the association by Judge

*Flushing II To Make 


First Seasons In Va. 


The Virginia Thoroughbred sire 
roster was handsomely embellished 
during the past fortnight with the 
addition of 2 new name_ horses, 
which will present outstanding 
breeding opportunities for Thor- 
oughbred breeders throughout the 
Eastern United States. Mrs. BEddie 
Mulrenan’s First Fiddle will make 
his first season at stud when he re- 
ceives a court of 30 mares this com- 
ing year at North Wales Stud, War- 
renton, Va. Herman Delman’s re- 
cently imported *Flushing II, son of 
the noted *Mahmoud, will make his 
first season in America at Prince 
Dimitri Djordjadze’s Plain Dealing 
Farm, near Scottsville, Va. 

Thoroughbred breeders in Ken- 
tucky, California and Florida had 
approached Mrs. Mulrenan for the 
services of her gallant grey, one of 
the most picturesque horses ever to 
look through a bridle and one of 
the great handicap horses in recent 
It is understood that Walter 
‘Chrysler, Jr. personally induced 
Mrs. Mulrenan to stand her noted 
son of the repatriated *Royal Min- 
strel at North Wales Stud, and that 
this was agreed upon at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., last August. Despite 
this, rumors were making the 
rounds right up to the minute that 
the van arrived at North Wales to 
unload First Fiddle, but recently off 
his final and winning effort at Jam- 
aica, N. Y. 

Prince Dimitri Djordjadze, one of 
the keenest Thoroughbred breeders 
in the country today who recently 
acquired some breeding stock at the 
Keeneland Fall Sales, purchased a 
controlling interest in *Flushing II 
after he had arrived in this coun- 
try. Mr. Delman is known to have 
expended some $50,000 for this roy- 
ally bred son of *Mahmoud, out or 
a Buchan mare, to get him landed 
on this side. 

Prince Djordjadze will have sole

Only horses of extreme speed 
are utilized in France for hurdle 
racing and *Flushing IJ came out 
of all his campaigning absolutely 
sound. A beautifully balanced horse 
of magnificent disposition, he is a 
welcome addition to Virginia stres 
and is the only son of *Mahmoud 
standing in the Eastern Unitea 
States.

Charities Benefit From 
Racing Proceeds; New Track 
For New York Unlikely 


The next thing on the agenda for 
New York racing will be the distri- 
bution of some $200,000, give or 
take a little either way, to the vari- 
ous charities who were named as 
beneficiaries of the three days of 
charity racing at the close of the 
New York season. There will pro- 
bably be little excitement over this 
and very little credit, but it seems 
to this writer that the often malig- 
ned sport has done pretty well by 
way of charity, better than any of 
the other professional sports. 

As soon as the war ended, or the 
armistice was signed or whatever it 
is that has the world in its present 
status, most of the other sports 
abandoned all show of charity, but 
racing continued, in New York and 
several other points. True, racing 
has been enjoying a popularity that 
is unprecedented but then, so have 
the other sports. 

War Bond Admissions 

It is, as always, the racing sup- 
porter, fan or whatever you want to 
call him who has made the contri- 
butions. And this fellow is much 
maligned, also. Perhaps the most 
interesting war practice in which 
the spectator took a very definite 
part was the sale of war bonds for 
admission to the tracks, a system 
inaugurated in New York in co- 
operation with the Treasury Depart- 
ment and followed in various other 
states. A good many millions of 
war bonds were sold in this way, 
certainly a definite contribution 
from the racing public itself. 

The exact total of this year’s con- 
tributions has not yet been made, 
but it will be slightly in excess of 
$200,000. That would bring’ the 
total for 5 years from New York 
racing alone to the better part of 
$6,000,000 and it is probable the 
national total, when all returns for 
this year are in, will pass the $25,- 
000,000 mark, a very sizable figure. 

No New N. Y. Track 

At this writing, to the great dis- 
appointment of most in New York 
racing, it appears unlikely that 
there will be a new track in opera- 
tion in the New York district dur- 
ing 1947. It had been hoped at least 
one new one could be completed and 
ready for next year’s racing, but 
various  diffficulties—d¢hiefly the 
shortages and controls brought on 
by strikes and a lack of production 
—now seem to have knocked this 
out of the window. 

It might be possible to go even 
further and say that very little in 
the way of definite prospects is in 
sight, though Jim Butler at Empire 
is hopeful of some sort of an an- 
nouncement during the winter. 

Big Problem For Owners 

That poses an interesting pro- 
blem for the New York track offi- 
cials. It is openly admitted by all 
hands that current facilities for rac- 
ing in New York, from the stand- 
point of the public which supports 
the sport, are very inadequate for 
any but the dullest days of racing. 
But the owners of the tracks natur- 
ally hesitate to spend major sums 
on tracks which, if they could have 
their way, would be scrapped in 
favor of brand new ones. Yet, if they

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Further Reflections On Keeneland Sales 





One Of Eleven Sessions Totalled More Than 
Any Entire Fall Sale At Keeneland From 1929 
Through 1943; Previous High Total In 1944 





Anytime there is a sale of such 
magnitude as that which the Breed- 
ers’ Sales Col. put on at the 1946 
Keeneland Fall Sales, in Lexington, 
Ky., November 18-22 inclusive, it is 
impossible for any publication to 
record all the interesting aspects in 
one writing. Actually, there were 
734 horses sold for $2,413,500, as 
recorded in these columns last week, 
almost twice as much as the previ- 
ous high total in 1945 and 4 times 
as much as the total for 1944. 

From 1929 through 1943 the 


’ highest total ever recorded, when 


an average of over 400 horses were 
sold yearly, was never in excess of 
$500,000. A further proof of the sus- 
tained high demand for Thorough- 
bred bloodstock was indicated in the 
Wednesday afternoon, November 20 
session when the J. E. Widener 
estate consignment of French-breds 
and the Greentree Stable lots bol- 
stered this vendue’ that bidders 
spent $501,500 in the single after- 
noon. This is the largest amount 
ever spent in a single session of the 
Lexington Fall Sales and more than 
the previous sales, 1929-1943 includ- 
ed brought for a total each year. In 
1944 $625,550 was expended during 
the entire sale of 5 sessions. 

The yarying price trend is best 
recorded in the averages of 1942. 


when 635 head were sold for an. 


average of $302; 587 head in 1943 
for $542: 302 head in 1944 for 
$2,071: 552 head in 1945 for $2.- 
269 and this year’s average of $3.- 
288 for the 734 head. 

A brief summary of the various 
sessions is as follows: 

On Monday, November 18, due to 
the unprecedented number of horses 
catalogued, it was necessary to hold 
8 sessions, one in the morning, one 
in the afternoon and one in the 
evening. ‘There was 197 horses sold 
on Monday. ‘There were 75 head 
sold during the morning session for 
$128,650; 62 head in the afternoon 
for $187,120, and 60 head that night 
for $17,000. The level of this Thor- 
oughbred stock was considered lower 
than in other years, despite the 
Keeneland Fall Sales always being 
considered a sale for those who wish 
to unload. Weanlings quite fre- 
quently brought more than the 
mares they were dropped from. On 
Monday morning, 62 broodmares 
averaged $1,686 and 11 weanlings 
averaged $1,700. 

The first yearling offered, which 
gave those shopping for racing stock 
an opportunity to sharpen their bid- 
ding, came up on Monday afternoon 
and Monday night. An average for 
62 yearlings during the afternoon 
session was $3,020 = od B.. 

earlings during the night sale 

$2,850. $11,000 was paid by J. B. 
Latta for Mon Torch, a brown colt 
by Easy Mon—Princess Torch, by 
Torchilla consigned by Lawrence 
Robinson and later that night $10,- 
000 was bid for a Bull Lea colt, con- 
signed by Crescent Oaks Ranch, pur- 
chased by Joseph Kroeck of Chicago. 

On Tuesday, November 19, 47 
broodmares, 10 weanlings, 5 stallions 
and 12 other horses were sold, to 
again give those searching for breed- 
ing stock ample. opportunity to fill 
their establishments. The  brood- 
mares averaged $3,972 and the 10 
weanlings averaged $2,450. Five of 
the mares sold for $10,000 cr more.

to date, when he went to $15,700 for 
a Whirlaway colt. In this session, 
60 yearlings averaged $4,018. Only 
2 other yearlings sold in 5 figures. 
On Wednesday afternoon, Novem- 
ber 20, the Widener horses were 
sold. In addition to others in this 
vendue, Greentree Farm, making 
room for the newly acquired Bradley 
mare, offered 8 mares which brought 
a total of $81,300 for an average of 
$10,162. Miss Mildred Woolwine, 
consistently on the lookout for high 
class matrons, purchased *Chantress, 
daughter of Hyperion for $18,000. 
*Chantress’ dam, Surbine, has pro- 
duced 3 stakes winners in England.

On Wednesday night, an all year- 
ling session, 61 head brought $316,- 
700 for an average of $4,192. Point- 
a-View Stud was again active, paying 
$12,500 for the Widener *Domino ITI 
colt, half-brother to *Basileus II. 
Mrs. P. A. B. Widener, assisted by 
Morris H Dixon, got into a serious 
bidding duel to be the winning bid- 
der on the Joseph E. Widener estate 
*Toronto, yearling son of Tornado. 

Abram S. Hewitt, who has firmly 
heeled up his hard-boots now as a 
Kentucky breeder, bid frequently. 
He went to $20,000 for the yearling 
colt by Djebel named *Moncoin from 
the Widener vendue.

There was 
speculation before the sale that these 
2 colts of Miss Woolwine’s would 
bring more than $70,000, but this 
was more or less the exaggeration 
that goes with Kentucky hospitality 
and Bourbon whiskey. The two 
colts were outstanding and undoubt- 
edly would have brought more at 
the Summer Sales. 

Thursday afternoon, the crowd 
was considerably smaller, although 
there were still many standing, re- 
specting the name tags on the empty 
seats.

Mr. Ambrose Clark’s picture on 
the front cover of Ipswell Lass is one 
of the best examples of Marshall’s 
complete sense of portraiture. The 
picture is photographic in its detail, 
its careful attention to light and 
shade. There is real expression In 
the man’s face leading Ipswell Lass, 
a slight smile as if for the camera.

We wish, however, to mention the 
fact that lying cheek-by-jowl upon 
cur work table with this, the latest 
book upon its subject, is the oldest 
one of the same genre, in existence.

As very few, perhaps none, of the 
readers of this column may have 
seen a copy of this historic tome, it 
will be of interest to them to state 
that it bears the imprint of: “‘LON- 
DON, Printed by Tho. Milburn, in 
the Year 1667.” The title displayed 
above reads as follows: 

“A New METHOD, and Extraor- 
dinary Invention, to Dress HORSES, 
and Work Them according to NAT- 
URE: As Also To Perfect Nature by 
the Subtilty of Art; Which was 
never found out, but. by THE Trice 
Noble, High, and Puissant PRINCE. 


William Cavendishe, 

Duke, Marquess, and Earl of New- 
castle: Farl of Ogle: Viscount Mans- 
field: and Raron of Bolsover, of 
Bertram, Bothal, and Hepple; Gent- 
leman of His Majesties Bed-Cham- 
ber: One of His Majesties most Hon- 
ourable Privy-Councel; Knight of 
rhe most Noble Order of the Garter; 
His Majesties Lieutenant of the 
County and Town of Nottingham; 
und Justice in Ayre Trent-North: 
Who had the honour to be Govern- 
our to our most Glorious King, and 
Gracious Soveraign, in His Youth, 
when He was Prince of Wales; and 
and soon after was made Captain 
General of all the Provinces beyond 
the River of Trent, and other Parts 
of the Kingdom of England; with 
Power, by special Commission, to 
make Knights.” 

The “Glorious King and Gracious 
Soveraign” referred to was Charles 
II, “father of the British Turf’’, to 
whom it is dedicated in an extreme- 
ly flowery, not to say fulsome man- 
ner. 

William Cavendish, Duke of New- 
castle, was the first horseman of his 
time, a Cavalier who followed the 
voung Charles into exile when Crom- 
well overthrew the Stuart monarchy 
and deposed and beheaded King 
Charles I. During the period of exile, 
by Cavendish spent mostly at Ant- 
werp, he occupied himself with the 
writine of this book, which was first 
published in that city and in the 
French language. Upon the Restora- 
tion, when in 1660 Charles IJ re- 
gained the throne, he lavished hon- 
ors and emoluments upon his boy- 
hood “‘Governour” and the latter had 
his magnum opus brought out in 
English in 1667. It being the first 
work of its kind printed in England 
of any scope or dignity. 

The copy lying before me is of the 
original first English edition and is 
a large book measuring 9 by 14 
inches, printed in very large type 
upon pure rag paper that is still, 
after almost 300 years, of firm tex-

don’t do something, they will be 
highly criticized. It is not a very 
happy problem for them to be fac- 
ing. 

One thing that all of New York 
racing is conscious.of is the neces- 
sity for improving the packstretch 
conditions. These have been very 
bad at nearly all of the tracks, yet 
here, also, improvements of a major 
sort are held up by the uncertain- 
ties of new construction. 

One of the worst needs is for 
good kitchens and eating facilities. 
The cost of meals has gone up so 
greatly in recent months, that the 
present system of private ownership 
of backstretch kitchens means these 
prices have skyrocketed, also, so that 
the grooms, exercise boys and others 
are having a good deal of difficulty 
in staying properly nourished. 

The ideal will be to have track 
kitchens owned by the tracks or sub- 
sidized in some way so that they are 
conducted merely to cover expenses,

with no profit in view. Then prices 
can be held under those at outside 
and surrounding restaurants and 
the tracks will be actually giving 
something to their help.

Pittsburgh’s delayed August 
weather arrived in time for the 2- 
day hunter show at Red Gables 
Farm, Sharpsburg, Pa., on Septem- 
ber 6 and 7. The ground was so hard 
that the horses kicked up dust, even 
on the grassy outside course. 

Big Mike, the 7-year-old bay son 
of Big Bland—Plover Hill, owned 
by Miss Jane Flaccus, chairman of 
the show, proved amazingly versatile 
by annexing the jumper champion- 
ship and hunter reserve. Ridden by 
both Miss Flaccus and Johnny 
Beach, Hart’s Run huntsman, Big 
Mike went on consistently well. It’s 
unusual to see a hunter lose neither 
his form nor manners and still out- 
jump open horses. 

The jumper division was not so 
well filled as the hunter. More than 
one of us did a double take when 
Rock Candy, owned by McBride’s 
Stable, came into the ring for open 
jumpers. A newcomer to Pittsburgh 
shows, Rock Candy looks as if a stiff 
fence would finish him. Although 
he looks awkward and ungainly, he, 
nevertheless, jumped cleverly and 
quietly. He was pinned reserve to 
Big Mike. According to Willie 
Wines, who’s schooled and __ rides 
him, Rock Candy is one of the quiet- 
est jumpers he has worked with. 

E. C. Bothwell of Greensburg, Pa., 
won the working hunter champion- 
ship with his bay Darnley and the 
hunter championship with Elena. 
Both horses had faultless perfor- 
mances, going at a true hunting pace 
and jumping honestly and cleanly. 

Everyone was happy to see Miss 
Alice Walton on Galley Boy win the 
Red Gables Farm—owner-rider— 
Challenge Trophy for the 2nd con- 
secutive year. Miss Walton had her 
hands full, acting as the show’s sec- 
retary, riding her 2 entries and 
Elena and Darnley for Mr. Bothwell 
in several classes.

The cham- 
pionship class on Friday was won by 
Guess Who, a small chestnut geld- 
ing entered by Miss Nancy Carter, 
with reserve going to Raymond 
Beach’s 13.1, typey brown mare, 
Nancy. The children had eight class- 
es, ranging from a lead line class for 
7-year-olds and under to bareback 
jumping. A great deal of credit is 
due Miss Flaccus and Johnny Beach 
who have seen to it that the horse- 
minded youngsters start off early 
and properly. Blond, 3-year-old 
Dickie Mansmann, Miss Walton’s 
nephew, presented the Walton Mem- 
orial Challenge Bowl, and almost 
fell in when he tried to carry it. 

The show proceeds went to the 
Tuberculosis League of Pittsburgh. 
Miss Flaccus, Miss Walton and Mr. 
Beach can well congratulate them- 
selves on an excellent hunter show.

Averages For Sale Amount To $1,509 
Per Head With Totals $827,220 For 548 
Head As Hanover Farm Offers Top Lot 





As trotting horse sales go, none 
is larger in scope than that of The 
Standardbred Horse Sale Co., Harris- 
burg, Pa., which closes the round of 
sales annually. Prior to the war, the 
sale was held in the Pennsylvania 
State Farm Show arena in the state 
capital. During the war years, it 
moved to York (Pa.) Fair Grounds 
when the War Department utilized 
the arena and armory adjoining it. 
This year it moved back to the arena 
once again, sold a record volume of 
vearlings, older stock and horses in 
training. 

From the very first sale which 
The Standardbred Horse Sale Co. 
held in 1939, emerged a_ future 
champion. The consignment of the 
Hanover Shoe Farms. contained 
among other yearlings, one Ashley 
Hanover by Sandy Flash (a son of 
Peter Volo and Miss Bertha Dillon 
2.02 1-2, dam of three trotters with 
records of two minutes or better: 
Hanover’s Bertha (3) 1. 59 1-2; 
Charlotte Hanover (3) 1.59 1-2 and 
Miss Bertha Hanover (4) 2.00). 
When the auctioneer’s gavel fell 
for the final time on Ashley Han- 
over, his owner was R. Horace John- 
ston, Charlotte, N. C.. who renamed 
the colt Bill Gallon after one of his 
closest friends. In 1941, Bill Gallon 
won the Hambletonian Stake and the 
Kentucky Futurity, finished the sea- 
son with a mark of 1.59 1-2 

Last year, another Hanover year- 
ling, this one by Spencer Scott— 
Earl’s Princess Marthe, by Protec- 
tor, called Edwin Hanover, was 
bought for $4,600 by the same Mr. 
Johnson. Once again the colt’s name 
was changed, (this time to Rodney) 
and under the name he won the 2- 
year-old division of the Kentucky 
Futurity at Lexington, Ky., in Sep- 
tember. As the fastest 2-year-old 
trotter of 1946, (2.02) he is the pre- 
sent winter book favorite for the 
1947 Hambletonian. 

November 1946 found Mr. John- 
ston present at the Standardbred 
Horse sale again. He had an especial 
interest this time. Bill Gallon, which 
was put at stud at Johnston’s farm 
in North Carolina after his racing 
career, would be represented at the 
sale by three foals, his first crop of 
vearlings. And strangely enough, a 
brother of Rodney (or Edwin Han- 
over if you prefer) was also to be 
put on the block by Hanover Shoe 
Farms. 

But Johnston didn’t buy this one. 
Egan Hanover (named in honor of 
the good reinsman and trainer of the 
Grand Circuit, Fred Egan, who drove 
the colt’s sire, Spencer Scott to vic- 
tory in the 1940 Hambletonian) be- 
came the property of C. M. Saunders, 
Toledo, Ohio, for the top price of the 
sale, $21,000. Johnston seemed con- 
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tent with the sale of the Bill Gallon 
trio for $2700. 

A total of 548 head was sold for 
$827,220, an average of $1509 per 
head and a new figure, at last in re- 
cent years, for trotters and pacers. 
Hanover Shoe Farms offered 77 
yearlings, received $236,900, an 
average of $3,076.50 per head while 
34 Village Farm yearlings sold fo. 
$73,160, an average of $2,150. High- 
est average per stallion in the Han- 
over consignment was’ Spencer 
Seott’s 18 head for $82,850, average 
$4,600 a head; Bill Direct’s 17 year- 
lings averaged $3,505.80 each. 

Second highest price of the sale 
was the $10,000 paid for Follow Jim 
by Follow Up—Mimzy, by The Sen- 
ator. Follow Jim is a full brother to 
Pick Up (3) 2.02, stake and futurity 
winner and fastest 3-year-old pacing 
filly in 1944 as well as to Follow 
Me (3) 2.06 winner of the Coaching 
Club Trotting Oaks in 1942 and fifth 
in the Hambletonian Stake the same 
year. Mimzy 2.05, is a three-quarter 
sister to Ethelinda 2.02 1-4, dame of 
the 1938 Hambletonian winner Mc- 
Lin Hanover (3) 1.59 1-4. Follow 
Jim was bought by W. O. Wright. 
Federalsburg, Md.

Greyhound Magic 
Best In Show At 
Double Header 


By F. Julia Shearer 

The big November ‘‘double head- 
er” of the Eastern dog world took 
place on the week-end of November 
23rd and 24th, the first day’s show 
being held at Philadelphia and its 
companion across the river at Cam- 
den. Both shows, oddly enough, 
were held in buildings designated 
by the name of Convention Hall but, 
with the name, the similarity ends. 
The building of that name in the 
city of brotherly love being of pretty 
spacious proportions and its neigh- 
bor quite the reverse. In fact the 
entry at the latter show of 901 dogs, 
which must be a record for’ the 
event, strained the capacity of the 
Camden Show to the utmost, and 
then a little beyond, and many ex- 
hibitors could not get their crates 
into the building at all. 

Space was considerably more am- 
ple at the Saturday show, especially 
as the show was moved back to the 
main part of the building, after hav- 
ing spent several seasons relegated 
to the basement. It, too, had its larg- 
est entry in a good many years, over 
1300 dogs being on its list. No ac- 
count of the Philadelphia show 
would be in any way complete with- 
out mentioning the specialty show 
of the Bulldog Club of Philadelphia 
which is held in conjunction with it. 
It calls itself ‘“‘The greatest Bulldog 
show in the nation” and this report- 
er, for one, believes it implicitly. 
With five full pages (small type) o 
special prizes listed, whose “piece 
de resistance’ was a full set of 
Quentin Reynolds War Books, duly 
autographed by the author, an entry 
of 116 ‘“‘Sourmugs” entered in 188 
individual entries and four glamor- 
dressed respec- 
tively in blue, red, yellow and white, 
awarding the ribbons which matched 
their costumes, it was really in a 
class by itself and something to be- 
hold. There is nothing in all dogdom 
to equa] it but, then, perhaps, that’s 
just as well. 

Best in show at both events went 
to the beautiful greyhound bitch: 
Ch. Magic of Mardomere, bred, own- 
ed and exhibited by the Mardomere 
Kennels of Glen Head, Long Island. 
Magic is a perfectly lovely specimen

of her breed and is one of the high- 
est class members of the hound 
group showing today, one that is 
really worthy of the top spot. At 
Philadelphia, she had to please the 
descriminating eye of Harry T. 
Peters, Jr.’s well-known breeder of 
greyhounds, who has produced some 
of the top ones of the country, as 
breed judge, then be judged by Chris 
Shuttleworth who came all the way 
from California and did the group. 
The finalist was George Hartman, 
well-known Director of the Kennel 
Club. They must really be good to 
please him. At Camden, Dr. Kobler 
made the final award. 


Both sporting groups were slight- 
ly lacking in glamour, due to the 
absence of many of the ‘“name” 
dogs, but gratifying increases in the 
number of entries of both pointers 
and Gordon Setters were noted. Just 
why these breeds, the former in 
particular, should nét draw larger 
numbers at shows is somewhat of a 
mystery. Pointers are surely among 
the most stylish of the sporting fra- 
ternity and their show coat makes 
them among the easiest to put down. 
At the risk of starting up an argu- 
ment that causes both sides to wax 
loud and furious, let it be said that 
they can readily be used for dual 
purposes, many of the Pointers thai 
show can and do hunt and the short 
coat makes it possible to take them 
from the hunting field to the show 
ring without too long an interim. 
While a great many breeders of 
Pointers are firmly convinced that 
no dog with any pretentions to 
beauty can possibly work, close ob- 
servation will reveal that this theory 
is generally held by those whose 
dogs are quite definitely not good- 
looking. And it’s a pretty depressing 
theory anyway, for either man or 
beast. When thoughtfully consider- 
ed, its implications are terrific.

Lord Halifax Sells Country 
Seat; Huntsmen Know Their 
Foxes; Glaisdale Hare Stew 





By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 

Lord Halifax (Joint-Master with 
his son, Lord Irwin, of the Middleton 
Hounds, and ex-Ambassador to U. 
S. A.), is to convert the old stone 
stables at Hickleton Hall, into a cot- 
tage for his residence. He has let 
Hickleton Hall to be used as a girl’s 
school—the fate of many other 
country houses. Lord Halifax con- 
fesses that it is with regret and re- 
luctance that he leaves Hickleton 
Hall, near Doncaster, put he finds in 
these days of heavy taxation, dif- 
ficulty in securing staff, and the 
high wages now demanded, he has 
no other course. 

Sir Francis Lindley Wood, father 
of the first Viscount Halifax, bought 
the Hickleton estate in 1829, and 
the present peer is determined not 
to lose touch with the district des- 
pite his inability to continue to live 
at the Hall. He has another seat— 
Garrowby Hall—in the Middleton 
country, at which he will spend most 
of his time during the hunting sea- 
son. Now we hear that part of the 
Duke of Norfolk’s Yorkshire estate 
is to go into the melting pot. 


Ages Of Foxes 

A Master of hounds told me re- 
cently that whenever his pack killed 
a fox his old huntsman always an- 
nounced, “A second (third or fourth) 
season fox’’, or ‘‘a red old fox’’. The 
The M. F. H. added, ‘‘He pretends 
to be able to tell to a year how old 
is every fox he handles”. It was evi- 
dent that the Master doesn’t believe 
that his huntsman does more than 
guess at the age of foxes, but it is 
a fact that some huntsman have the 
same memory for foxes they have 
once seen as some men have for 
horses. 

A story is told of a South Durham 
huntsman of years ago who expres- 
sed astonishment and shame when 
hounds pulled down a fox he “didn’t 
recognise’. He was quite depressed 
all dav and kept on repeating, ‘‘To 
think there was a fox in the coun-

try I didn’t know! I could have un- 
derstood it if it had been in Janu- 
ary and February, when dog foxes 
travel for miles during the mating 
season’. In those days the once 
famous old Sedgefield country was 
well foxed, so the huntsman must 
have had a considerable vulpine ac- 
quaintanceship. 

Apart from this, it is possible 
with a fox, as with dog and horse, 
to give an approximate estimate of 
age from the teeth, and that, I gath- 
ered, was the method adopted by 
the huntsman referred to by the M. 
F. H. The colour, length, condition, 
and position in the gums of a fox’s 
teeth give a pretty accurate idea as 
to how many seasons it has lived. 
Whilst, to those who have made a 
close study, the greying of the hairs 
on the pelt is another guide to age. 


Hounds Hunt Hare And Fox 

Nominally the Glaisdale Harriers 
hunt hare. Actually, like most of 
the early packs, they ‘‘mix it’; im. 
deed, their main quarry is fox. A 
fair number they kill too, in thetr 
rough moorland country trying be- 
tween the Goathland and the Cleve- 
land. The sporting Glaisdale pack 
had its opening fixture on Oct. 24th, 
and, according to long standing tra- 
dition, the occasion was marked by 
a “hare stew” at the inn in front of 
which hounds had met earlier. 

Jim Winspear, the very keen and 
persevering huntsman, rides in scar- 
let, his pack consists of foxhounds, 
and, although they often get a quite 
useful gallop and long point with a 
strong hill ‘“‘Jack’’ hare, fox has No. 
1 priority. This ‘‘hare stew’’, how- 
ever, seems to justify the title of 
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the Hunt, and is treated locally as 
quite a feast day, in more senses 
than one. Local M. F. H.’s and ex- 
M. F. H.’s ‘draw up” to see hounds, 
to have a gallop, and then, amid con- 
genial company, to put out of sight 
aStonishing plates of hare. There 
seems to be an unlimited supply for 
all comers—and they are many!— 
which would suggest that one ola 
custom is no longer observed. 

Mrs. Beeton’s historic counsei, 
“First catch your hare’, was at one 
time part and parcel of the day’s 
proceedings. The first hare killed 
was sent to the inn, followed by a 
second if hounds were lucky, and 
time was allowed for cooking oper- 
ations before the hungry hunters 
came down from the hills to eat and 
drink, in company with foot folk al- 
veady foregathered.
